Stevens’ Sentinal Building Wins Cement Award 


John Stevens is one of eight re- 
gional winners of the 1972 White 
Cement Architectural Awards Pro- 
gram, sponsored by the Portland 
Cement Association, range from a 
rugged cast-in-place reflection of the 
Colorado mountain-scape to an 
imaginative composition of verti- 
cally channeled precast units in Mil- 
waukee, Wis. 

The annual competition, now in 
its fourth year, is intended to ac- 
quaint designers with the variety of 
architectural excellence possible 
through the use of white portland 
cement concrete. 

Winners are chosen on a regional 
basis by a jury of architects and 
engineers. To be eligible, a building 
must feature white cement concrete 
às the principal structural and/or 
architectural material. It may take 
the form of precast, cast-in-place, or 
masonry concrete; stucco, marble- 
crete, graffito, terrazzo, or any 
other white cement concrete prod- 
uct. The building need not be white: 
concrete made with white cement 
can be integrally shaded with any of 
a number of pastel hues. 

Entries must be located in, and 
be designed by architects having 
offices in the United States. They 
must have been completed and oc- 
cupied during the calendar year of 
the program, and may be either 
single buildings or part of a com- 
plex. 

Awards in the form of walnut and 
silver plaques are presented to ar- 
chitects of the winning entries. The 
plaques carry the architect's firm 
name and the name and location of 
the winning project. 

Judges for the 1972 program 
were William M. Avery, publisher, 
Concrete Construction magazine, 
Addison, Ill; Richard Nash. AIA, 
McGraw-Hill Information Systems 
Co., Chicago, IL: and D. Coder 
Taylor, FAIA, Kenilworth, Ill. 


The eight regional winners of the 
1972 program are: Great Lakes Re- 
gion—Sentinel Office Building and 
Assembly Center, Detroit, Michigan. 
Six-story building is enclosed with 
precast, smooth and textured white 
cement concrete wall units. Sharp 
contrast is achieved with gray solar 
glass set in black aluminum window 
frames. Smooth and textured land- 
scape retaining walls were cast-in- 
place
